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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art neither 
shows nor renders obvious in a winder or method of winding as set forth in independent claims 
19, 32 and 45 including the provision that the "support roll" is movable to contact the new roll or 
rolls being formed during the winding operation. While moving a support roll in a double drum 
winding system is old and well known in the art, per se, this limitation in combination with the 
elements set forth would not have been obvious. With respect to claims 67 and 71 the prior art 
neither shows nor renders obvious (with respect to claim 67) in a winder with the limitation that 
the support roll is mounted on the secondary support arm, the same arm that the core shaft is on, 
or (with respect to claim 71) the provision that the core and support roll each being at least 
partially supported by the secondary support arm.
